We 
are likewiſe very Aves that your Holineſs 
as well as our ſelf, doth take to heart theſe 
two ſo juſt Subjes of your Care and Re- 
ſentment: And we do not only partake 
with you in the merit of the Cauſe, but we 
alſo with joy behold, that all Chriſtendom 


is principally obliged to your Zeal, that the 


Enemies of our Religion who are confede- 
rated to opprels it, will at length looſe thac 
hope which the Conduct of your Holineſs 
towards us hath for a long time given them, 
that you would be no Obſtacle to their De- 
figns, and that they ought not to apprehend 
any thing but the Power which God hath 
put into our hands; to which, as we have 
juſt cauſe to believe that God will continue 
his Bleflings, ſeeing we have omitted nothing 
that might conduce to the re-eſtabliſhing a 
perfe& Underſtanding with your Holineſs, 
and to the concurring with you in the Pro- 
pagation of our Religion, and teſtifying to 
you on all occaſions our filial Reſpea; pray- 
ing, Moſt Holy Father, that God will pre-
